8.0. 968.—In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 169 of the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, 1961 (43 of 1951), the Central Government, after conaultine 
the Flection Commission, hereby makes the following further amendments In the 
Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, namely— 

1. Short title. —These rules may be called the Conduct of Elections (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1962. 

2. Amendment of rule 70. —In rule 70 of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 
(hereinafter called the said Rules), In rule 38A, after sub-rule (1), the following 
sub-rules shall be Inserted, namely;— 

‘‘(lA) At the time of issuing a ballot paper to an elector, the polling ofBcer 
shall record the serial number thereof against the entry relating to the 
elector in the copy of the electoral roU set apart for the purpose, 

(IB) Save as provided In sub-rule (lA), no person in the polling station 
shall note down the serial numbers of the ballot papers issued to 
partleular electors." 

3. Amendment of rule #3, —In rule 93 of the said Rules, in sub-rule (1), for the 
words “or a oompetent court or tribunal", the words "of the Election CommlBsiion 
or of a competent epurt or tribunal” shall be substituted 
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
